EL PASO, Texas, April 22.—American 
refugees continued to arrive to-day from 
all parts of Northern Mexico. Two 
trains reached here with refugees, and 
a third expected to-morrow morning. 
The refugees all report everything quiet 
in the interior, but say that there is a 
prevalent feeling against the Americans, 
especially among the lower classes. The 
Alvarado Mining Company, the Dolores 
Mining Company, the Indian Mining 
Company, the Conchos Dam project, and 
the great Pearson Syndicate Mills at 
Madera and Pearson have all been de- 
serted by the Americans, who are com- 
ing out on every train. The Guggen- 
heim Smelter Trust has also ordered ‘all 
of it American employés out of the 
country, and a large number arrived to- 
day. 

Refugees from Torreon and San Pedro 
to-day brought the terrible details of a 
torture which had been inflicted upon 
an American named McDonald, who was 
a machine-gun operator with Villa’s 
army.

“The capital Is now preparing to 
fight the new enemy with a serene de- 
cision which speaks of a habit of 
sacrifice, indifference to life or ruin, 
and despairing pride. 

“* Mexico will fight to the extreme 
limit of her power against the Colos- 
sus,’ said President Huerta this morn- 
ing. ‘ Better die fighting than pur- 
chase peace at the price of national 
dignity.’ 
~“ At 3 o'clock this afternoon a motor 
car belonging to the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs conveyed to the foreign 
legations the last circular note of the 
Mexican Government, drawn up after 
the result of the extraordinary session 
of Congress at Washington. It is 
known that the note is a resumé of 
the facts and the negotiations regard- 
ing the Tampico incident. It con- 
cludes with the words: 

“*As the dispatch of some Amer- 
ican warships to Mexican ports is an- 
nounced, this Government declares 
that it is disposed to resist any attack 
by force of arms.’ 

“Without forts and artillery, Vera 
Cruz had to surrender. The énase of 
the landing was foreseen, but sanguin- 
ary resistance will be offered to an 
advance along the road, which passes 
across mountains. 

“Gen. Blanquet, the Minister of 
War, has announced a levy en masse, 
and all able-bodied citizens will bear 
Within a few days all labor 
will cease, and Mexico City, depopu- 
lated and silent, will await its destiny. 

“All the officers of the reserve are 
hastening to join the colors. Wealthy 
cltizens are organizing assistance for 
the Red Cross. The Federation of 
Railway Employes, comprising 150,000 
men, are offering to incorporate 
themselves in the army. 

“The foreign colonies have. held 
meetings under the Presidency of 
their respective Ministers to decide 
the course to be adopted in the 
event of disorders. The various Min- 
isters advised departure from the 
capital, and this morning more than 
300 German families left for Vera 
Cruz.

unite them. 


The Mexican Nation, the real people of Mexico, have not 
recognized as its executive a man who had pretended to launch 
a blemish on its national integrity, drowning in blood its free 
institutions. Consequently the acts of the usurper Huerta and his 
accomplices do not signify legitimate acts of sovereignty; they 
do not constitute real public functions of interior and exterior 
relations, and much less do they represent the sentiments of the 
Mexican Nation, which are of co-fraternity toward the American 


people. 


The lack of representative character of Gen. Victoriano 
Huerta, as concerning the relations of Mexico with the United 
States, as well as with the Argentine Republic, Chile, Brazil and 
Cuba, had been clearly established with justifiable attitude of 
these nations, who have refused to recognize the usurper, in this 
way lending a valuable moral support to the noble cause I repre- 


sent. 


The usurped title of the President of the republic cannot 
invest Gen. Huerta with the right to receive a demand for 
reparation on the part of the United States, nor the right to 


grant a satisfaction if this is due. 


Victoriano Huerta is a culprit who is amenable to the 
Constitutionalist Government, to-day the only one under the 


abnormal circumstances of our nation, 


which represent the 


national soveréignty in accord with Article 128 of the Political 


Constitution of Mexico. 


The illegal acts committed by the usurper Huerta and his 
partisans and those which they may yet perpetrate, be they of 
an international character, as those which recently occurred at 
the port of Tampico, or of a domestic character, shall be tried 
and punished with inflexibility and promptness by the tribunals of 
the Constitutionalist Government. 

The individual acts of Victoriano Huerta never will be suffi- 
cient to involve the Mexican Nation in a disastrous war with the 
United States, because there is no solidarity whatsoever between 
the so-called Government of Victoriano Huerta and the Mexican 
Nation, for the fundamental reason that he is not the legitimate 
ergan of our national sovereignty. 

Moreover, the invasion of our territory and the permanency 
of your forces in the Port of Vera Cruz are a violation of the 
rights that constitute our existence as a free and independent 
sovereignty, and will drag us into an unequal war which until to- 


day we desired to avoid. 


In the face of the real situation through which Mexico 
traverses, weak, more so than ever after three years of bloody 
strife, and compared with the formidable power of the American 
nation, and considering the acts committed at Vera Cruz as 
acts highly offensive to the dignity and independence of Mexico 
and contrary to your reiterated declarations of not desiring to 
sever the state of peace and friendship with the Mexican Nation, 
and in contradiction also with the resolution of the American 
Senate which has just declared that the United States does not 
assume any attitude against the Mexican people, neither do they 
propose to levy war against them; considering also that the 
hostile acts already accomplished exceed those exacted by equity 
for the desired end, which may be considered as satisfied, it being, 
on the other hand, not the usurper, who in such a case should 
have the right to make reparation, I interpret the sentiment of a 
great majority of the Mexican people, which is so jealous of its 
rights and respectful of foreign rights. 

I invite you solely to suspend the hostile acts already initiated, 
ordering your forces to evacuate all places which they hold in 
their power in the port of Vera Cruz and to formulate before 
the Constitutionalist Government, which I represent as Constitu-

CATHOLIC DIRECTORY OUT. 


The Church Has 24,224,609 Com- 
municants Under the Flag. 


Advance copies of the 1914 edition of 
the Official Catholic Directory, pub- 
lished and copyrighted by P. J. Ken- 
edy & Sons of Barclay Street, show 
that the Catholic Church has within the 
United States 18,568 priests, 14,651 
churches, and 16,067,985 communicants. 
This gives an increase over last year’s 
figures of 623 priests, 339 churches, and 
913,827 communicants. According to Jo- 
seph H. Meier, editor of the Directory, 
the vary liarge increase in membership 
figures is acsounted for chiefly by more 
complete reports of the Ruthenian- 
Greek Catholics. There are 5,403 pa- 
rochial schools, with 1,429,859 scholars, 
and &2 seminaries, 230 colleges for boys, | 
and 680 girls’ schools. | 

New York has by far the largest num- 
ber of Catholics, 2,884,723. Pennsyl- 
Vania comes next, with 1,684,220; Illinois 
and Massachusetts are the other States 
which number over a million. Besides 
the American Catholics, communicants 
in the Philippines, Porto Rico, and other 
overseas territories raise the total num- 
ber of Catholics under the American 
flag to 24,224,609. 


WILL EXONERATE BEILIS. 


E.-Russian Police Official Says He 
WI'l Clear Up Ritual Murder Myth. 


After spending six weeks in hunting 
here for persons who fled from Russia 
just before the ritual murder trial at 
Kiev, Nicholas Krasovsky, former head 
of the Czar’s secret police in Kiev, an- 
nounced last night that he had found 
the persons wanted and had obtained 
from them affidavits upon which he 
would force the reopening of the ritual 
case. 

‘“‘And this time,’’ he said, ‘‘ the de- 
fendant will not be a Jew, but we will 
arraign instead the members of a gang 
of thieves who I am positive I can 
prove were guilty of the murder for 
which Mendel Beilis was arrested and 
tried. 

‘** Beilis with noble spirit refused to 
capitalize the fame his behavior while 
on trial brought him and went away to 
Palestine to live in peace. It will not 
be necessary to disturb him for the new 
trial. I have the strongest personal 
reasons for wanting to see the case re- 
opened and a verdict found against 
those really responsible for the murder 
of the boy Yuschinsky. For when I 
was engaged officially in making an in- 
vestigation I happened upon 
proof that Mendel Beilis was inno- 
cent. Instead of hearing my report my 
superiors urged me on to ‘ get a Jew. 
I determined I would not be a party to 
a conviction based upon prejudice in- 
stead of evidence and I stood by 
findings.

CALLS CANAL’S AIM MILITARY 


Foraker, Opposing Tolls Appeal, 
Denies It Was Commercial. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.--Joseph B. 
Foraker of Ohio, former United States 
Senator from that State, appeared to- 
day before the Senate Committee on 
Interoceanic Canals in opposition to the 
bill repealing the exemption from tolls 
of American ships passing through the 
Panama Canal. Mr. Foraker took the 
position that the canal was dug largely 
as a military measure to avoid repeat- 
ing events like the voyage of the battle- 
ship Oregon around Cape Horn. 

Testifying as to his conference with 
Mr. Hay on the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
Mr. Foraker said: 


‘‘T was a member of the Foreign Re- 


lations Committee during the negotia- 


tions. I was not satisfied with the 
treaty and offered the two amendments | 
that were adopted by the Senate. 
‘Nobody thought of the money con- 
sideration in connection with the plan- 
ning of the canal. Our experience dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war in send- 
ing the Oregon away around by the 
Horn made us feel that it was neces- 
sary to have some sort of route through 
which we could send out a smaller ficet. 
That was the beginning of our plans to 
build the Panama Canal, The purpose 
of the canal was not a cemmercial one, 
but for protection. For that reason we} 
did not think that we could have any} 
copartnership with anybody. And that 
was the understanding. 
“One gunflay after my

adopted by the Senate, Secretary Hay) 
came to me at my home and sa that | 
he had received a letter from Lord 
Lansdowne rejecting our treaty because 
of the Senate amendments. Great Bri- 
tain had already, he informed me, re- 
fused to concur in those amendments.

IRON AND STEEL TRADE. 


Weekly Reviews Contrast Present 


Conditions with Those in 1898. 


Weekly reviews of the iron and steel 


trade draw contrasts between present 
business, with hostilities in Mexico, and 
the brisk buying which followed the 
declaration of war in 1898. While some 
impulse is expected to. develop from 
the Mexican situation, it | 
purchasing is still on a low basis.

The drying up of new business in most 
forms of rolled products has been telling 
further on the steel works operations, and 
the average of employed cnneeley is now 
probably 65 per cent, or under. 

With the buying at such a low ebb, in- 
terest might be looked for in the business 
possibilities of the Mexican situation; but 
for obvious reasons the trade shows no 
such response to the events of the past few 
days as to the beginning of hostilities with 
Spain 16 years ago, Account is taken of 
the stimulus given to armament programmes 
by any conflict or friction between na- 
tions, but no early effect upon domestic 
trade {s seen in the present clash except 
in the possible diversion of Congressional 
attention from hurtful meddling with busi- 
ness, 

it does not appear that consumers are 
hoidi up specifications on steel orders 
and buying from other makers for immed- 
lat needs. On such products as bars, 
piates, and shapes there is too little varia- 
ti6ém between contract and current prices 
for much of that. On new business buyers 
are manoeuvering for extreme concessions, 
but sellers take much the same attitude as 
in November and December—that the 
tonnage coming out is too small to pro- 
voke savage cuts. 

The Iron Trade Review says: 

The iron and steel trade is discussing the 
effect upon business conditions likely to 
result from a State of active hostilities 
with Mexico. It is recalled that the steel 
trade was stimulated sharply immediately 
following the declaration of war against 
Spain, and while present conditions offer 
little parrallel with that time, the gener: 11 
view is held that the industry is likely to 
gain some impulse from the week's his- 
toric developments.
